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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-13 are allowed in view of the prior art. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claims 1, 8, and 10-13, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails 
to disclose or render obvious a method and system for using wind velocity to detect a windshear 
or other dangerous condition in the atmosphere in front of an aircraft, in combination with the 
rest of the limitations of the above claims. 

The applicant's arguments detail the reasons for why the claimed invention reads over the 
prior art. In particular, the applicant's invention uses actual wind velocities detected by light 
reflections to determine the presence of dangerous atmospheric phenomena. The prior art, 
however, detects the acoustic compressions of an atmosphere to determine the dangerous 
conditions, not the wind velocities caused by the conditions. Basically, "the acoustic 
compressions would not traditionally be categorized as 'wind' in the same way that acoustic 
emissions from a loud speaker would not be considered to be a 'wind'" (page 7).
